WASHINGTON.

21.—The 


silence of President 
Coolidge has 


killed the cash soldier bonus—even 
tho a big majority in the senate fav- 
ors it 
Just a word from him could revive 


it but his closets friends gave as- 
surances today that he would not 
speak that word. 


The president's silence, in the face 


ot opportunities made for him to ex- 
press his views on the subject, has 
effectively 
disposed of the cash 


proposition 
-which 
was virtually 


killed Saturday when John R. Quinn, 
ot-the American Legion, told demo- 
crats that he believed Mr. Coolidge 
would certainly veto the -whole bill 
if the cashoption were included in 
.it 


Democrats decided that to push 


Iheir proposal would'be contrary to 
the wishes of the veterans, but 
hoped against hope that the presi- i 
dent might say he would approve it. ' 


Not having done so, the cash pro- 


posal is regarded as good as dead. 


As a result war veterans probably 


will get a twenty year endowment 
insurance policy valued up to |500 
depending upon the length of ser- 
vice. 


The bill embodying this plan will 


probably be passed by the 
senate 


late today or tomorrow. It will be 
written in almost the same form as 
that adopted by the house. 


If President .Coolidge chooses to 


veto it, ac expected, bonus adherents 
say they will shoot it thru over his 
objections before congress adjourns. 
Admittedly they have the votes to i 
do it. 


Democrats have tacitly decided to 


drop their cash option plan which 
would have enabled soldiers 
to 


choose between an insurance policy 
or cash. It is now before the senate 
but it will not be pressed unless un- 
forseea developments occur. 


The continued silence of the chief 


.executive in the face of insistent 
pleas frpm democrats 
during 
the 


last three days has convinced them 
that Mr. Coolidge would veto the 
cash option bill even if it passed. 


There are not enough proponents 


of the cash plan to control a two- 
thirds vote necessary to pass it over 
his veto. 


Rather than take a chance—upon 


advice of American Legion officials" 
—it was privately agreed to vote for 
the bill which can be made a law. 


As soon as the bonus is out of the 


way the senate will take up the tax 
bill. 
The army and navy depart- 


ment appropriations bill 
may 
be 


sandwiched in between, but leaders 
expect the tax bill to become the 
unfinished businestf before the -end 
of the week.

day we shall endeavoi to Indicate the economic significance of banking 
and the chief tendencies ot our present financial structure. 


Economic Significance of Banking—A very Important service rendered 


by commercial banks Is assisting In the exchange of goods and ma a. con- 
sequence In Increasing the division of labor and the specialization of tasks. 
This Is a service of commercial banks, for they, whether organized aa a 
separate bank or as * department In another Institution, are primarily 
Interested In the marketing and mercantile processei of modern business life. 


Commercial banks render many other services. 
Through the trans- 


fer of funds from section to section, and through the development of dis- 
count markets they are enabled to bring about a greater equalization of 
Interest rates. 
They adrlse their customers as regards the policies they 


should adopt In their business and as regards the Investments 111 which 
:hey should place their funds. 
They can exercise some control over busi- 


ness cycles by way of reducing their amplitude. 


Investment banks gather the savings of the community and divert 


these Into this or that industry so that the capital goods of the nation 
may be increased 
The Investment banker may thus come to Lc a ver\ 


Important personage and may exercise a "substantial measure of control 
In distributing the flow of labor and capital among the various divisions 
of Industry." 
In his control of the export of capital to lesser developed 


lands the Investment banker maj rise to a very dominant position. 


Since the role of banking institutions is of such importance It Is 


a safe prediction that banks—commercial an«. Investment—will exist In 
any society. 
Even in Russia the Soviet authorities have found It Im- 


perative to" reconstitute their banking system. Of course the control over 
banks may be taken from the hands of Individuals, but banks there will be. 


Tendencie* in American Banking—Now that we have outlined very 


briefly the significance of banks we shall turn to a discussion of some of 
the more marked tendencies in American banking at the present time. 
The first tendency we notice Is for banks to develop ^Jnto what Is com- 
monly referred to as department store banks. 1. e,. for one bank to have 
a trustydeoartment. a commercial banking department, a bond department, 
a foreign department. &c. 
. 
•

Another tendency which ha- been marked In America, and abroad is 


the unification of banking institutions, the consolidation of banks. 
In 


England consolidation has gone so far that there are now but five large 
banks. 
In New' York City the nurcfcer of banks has steadily declined 


since 1900. 
1 
A very recent development in American banking has been the forma- 


tion of banks by trade unions. It would be no exaggeration to say that 
there are at the present "time as ir.any as thlry such institutions. 
They 


are organized as any commercial bank under either State or Federal law. 
They are commonly referred to as co-operative institutions, but in a strict 
technical sense this is inaccurate. 
They are not co-operative banks as 


are the Credit Unions. 
Unless labor banks go into the investment field 


it is doubtful whether they will bring: any change in the industrial or- 
ganization of society. 
However, even if they do not, their existence is 


entirely justified by the many services which they render their members. - 


A great many look forward to that happy day when banking: and in- 


dustry may become co-operative in character. Even at the present time 
co-operative banking is"of the highest importance in Europe. 
While co- 


operative credit institutons are not aa strong n America they are grow- 
ing and the day may yet dawn when every depositor will at the same time 
be part owner and iranager of his bank..

of tonics for that "tired feeling." 
These 
delicious greens may be 


found by those who search and may 
be had for the gathering or digging. 
Unfortunately, we cannot all dig. 
Many of us have to accept our 
greens through the 
medium of 
shops and other avenues? But for 
those interested, a harvest in nearly 
all localities awaits the digger. 
A bit of wild onion or garlic 


chopped in the salad will revive the 
jaded Spring appetite. 
Dandelion 
is perhaps the most generally liked 
Spring green and is at its prime as 
soon as the young leaves are well 
above the ground. The leaves are 
capable of so many uses that it is 
not surprising to see how eagerly 
they are sought. Washed and cut 
in with the salad, stewed and 
creamed, cooked and panned as we 
do spinach, or chopped and added 
to an omelette are a few of the ways 
it is delicious. 
Watercress rides on the crest of 
numberless 
brooks and streams, 
even In the overflow from springs, 
and is a delightful Spring salad ma- 
terial. If unavailable in some sec- 
tions, Wintercress, which is a land 
cress with rosettes of glossy leaves, 
may take its place. 
Upland cress 
is a cousin of the others that re- 
sembles chives, which may be cul- 
tivated In the garden later in the 
season with the other salad greens. 
Horseradish offers a wonderful 
treat if while fresh and tender, it is 
stewed and reamed or grated and 
made into a sauce, or grated and 
added to early beets, boiled and 
chopped and well seasoned.

Vincent Richards Appears to Be 


TUderis Logical Successor Now 


BY HENRY L. FARRELL. 


NEW -OKK, April 
21.—A-innie 


Richards, the twenty-year-old fo mer 
Fordham tennis star, has developed 
his game to a degree where It seems 
that he is a most serious contender 
for the national championship. 


In winning the national indoor 


championship for the third time re- 
cently, young Richards 
displayed 


such brilliance in defeating Frank 
Hunter in the final round that It ap- 
peared that the youngster had finally 
arrived at the point that his game 
had always promised. 


Hunter is one of the very best 


players in the United States and is 
one of the most improved players in 
f. 
last year. He went thru to the 


final round in the British champion- 
ships at Wimbledon last year and 
was defeated only by Billy Johnston, 
the California star, who won the 
title. 


Richards is sailing early in May 


to get ready for the British cham- 
pionship tournament and it is almost 
certain that he will win the title, 
because he is to be the only Ameri- 
can entry of established ability and 
there is no player in Europe who 
can compare with the boy on the 
form that he has been showing. 


Manuel Alonso, the Spanish star 


and many of the other high ranking 
European players, probably will pass 
up the Wimbledon tournament in 
order to prepare themselves for the 
Olympic matches and the 'prelim- 
inary contests of the Davis Cup 
tournament. The Olympic matches 
are taken much more seriously in 
Europe than they are in this country. 


Showed Promise as Boy. 


Richards showed great promise 


when he was a mere boy, and he de- 
veloped rapidly until two years ago, 
when his game stopped. He seemed 
to be able to get no better and was 
just a step away from championship 
class. It was thought then that his 
chances for the championship rested 
in a matter of time until Tilden and 
Johnston had passed out of the pic- 
ture by natural causes. The way 
Richards is playing now he is ready 
to go out after the title on the merits 
of his own game. 


•The youngster didn't train very 


seriously during the past two years 
anJ he didn't take his tennis too 
much in earnest. He seemed 
to 


have been satisfied with a place on 
the Davis Cup team and the ranking 
as the third best player In the coun- 
try. 
» 


He is getting more settled now 


and he is playing the game like it 
really means something to him. 


Richards is one of the writer-play- 


ers against whom the United States 
Lawn Tennis association directed 
its amateur ruling that a player, 
after Jan. 1,1925, will not be allowed 
to write about tennis for substantial 
compensation^ 


Richards has maintained that he 


-wanted to 
make a • profession of 


newspaper work-, but after the un- 
official rulings of the executive com- 
mittee of the association was made 
that the rule would not be waived in 
the case of Bill Tilden, it is certain 
that Richards will not be made an 
exception, 
because Tilden had a 


much stronger case. 


Tilden had some good arguments 


to present that he was a newspaper 
worker before he became a tennis 
star, but A'innie didn't have any ex- 
perience as a paid writer before he 
became a tennis star. In fact he was 
so young when he became famous on 
the court that he hadn't had a 
chance to do any kind of work. 


Richards hasn't said finally that he 


would continue in the newspaper 
game and give up his amateur 
sta idlng and if he has any intentions 
to make th- sacrifice of his game 
th:t Tilden intends to do, it is pos- 
sible that he may change his mind 
and give up writing. 


Big Chance in 192S. 


With Tilden out of competition in 


1925 and with Bill Johnston older by 
a year, Richards would have a most 
wonderful chance to step out and 
win the national championship and 
perhaps start a reign of dominance 
similar 
to that enjoyed now by 


Tilden. 


Richards will not eligible for the 


Olympic team be"cause of the rule 
passed by the committee prohibiting 
players 
from doing any kind of 


newspaper writing while they are 
under supervision of the committee. 


This rule, if rigidly applied, may 


make it impossible for the United 
States to have any kind of a tennis 
team in the Olympic games. 


Tilden. the Kinseys and practic- 


ally all of the ranking players come 
under the writing classification and 
they are not eligible. Frank Hunter, 
regarded as the outstanding man 
for the team, recently purchased a 
newspaper in West Virginia and re- 
moved himself as a possibility. 


The Olympic committee ought to 


make an exception of Hunter, as it is 


quite obvious that he is not cashing 
In on his reputation when he makes 
a 
permanent investment 
of his 


money In a newspaper plant and be- 
comes an editor. Paul Williams, 
secretary of the tennis association, 
is a newspaper editor and it is un- 
likely that h ewill be considered as 
a professional tennis player by his 
colleagues. 


Bill Johnston says he can't go to 


Paris because of business reasons 
and Williams is not going for the 
same reason. 
With Tilden, Huntpr, 


Anderson, the Kinseys and 
many 


others barred because of the anti- 
writing rule, it may become neces- 
sary for the association to enter the 
college players who are going to 
England next summer.
